inadequate, by presenting a physician’s 
certificate to that effect at the “Mairie” 
of your arrondissement (the municipal 
headquarters of the district in which 
you are located), you will be given a 
card entitling you to purchase a daily 
allowance of market milk—which upon 
examination may show a bacterial 
count of some thirty millions or more. 
Lacking possession of a baby, in order 
to buy milk you must get in line early 
in the morning and if the supply is 
not all sold before your turn comes, 
you will be allowed to purchase a half 
litre (less than a pint). If you happen 
to be a member of the A. E. F., you 
will appreciate the canned product 
dispensed at the American Commis- 
sary, and will thank your stars and 
stripes because the land of the free is 
a land where dairy cattle abound and 
a land where the production of clean, 
wholesome milk is a nation-wide in- 
dustry of constantly growing propor- 
tions. ‘ 

The American sojourner abroad is 
quite apt to think of the moonlight on 
the cow-shed back in the home-land, 
whether he has left a “K-K-K-Katy” 
to await his return or not. As you 
hever miss the water till the well runs 
dry, so you don’t realize the import- 
ance of fresh milk—-and particularly 
good, Holstein milk—until you have to 
get along without it for a considerable 
length of time. The restaurants dispense drinks in great 
variety, but if you call for water or milk your request is 
received with incredulity. Milk you cannot have. Water, 
if you insist upon it (and provided you convince the waiter 
that you are in your right mind) may be forthcoming after 
a while. Cream for your coffee is quite out of the question. 
The regular French breakfast consists of a piece of bread 
(without butter) and a cup of coffee or a cup of chocolate. 
Cereals you don’t have, for two reasons. The first is that 
you don’t have them, and the second is that if- you did you 
would still lack the milk to go with them. The scarcity 
of package-cereals in the market is probably due to the 
scarcity of milk—which emphasizes the truth of the conten- 
tion of the Quaker Oats Company that the sale of one is 
dependent on the other, as explained by Mr. Fulde and 
others of like inspiration who are waging a campaign for 
the further popularization of cereal foods in America. Mr. 

de argues in favor of the use of cereals at noon and 
evening as well as in the morning, pointing out that the 





ily diet also incidentally benefitting 
the dairyman by improving the de- 
mand for his product. Probably there 
is no good reason why a really good 
breakfast food should be limited to 
the morning meal. Why not oat-meal 
and cream instead of pudding, as a 
luncheon dessert? The ‘suggestion is 
practical enough in this country, where 
milk is plenty, but impossible of ful- 
fillment abroad, -where milk is un- 
obtainable or for sale in only very 
limited quantities, France needs milk 
and just as soon as a supply can be 
provided that promises to be some- 
where near adequate for the presént 
demand, her people need enlighten- 
ment as to the food value of milk and 
its products. Eventually a campaign 
of education like that waged by the 
National Dairy Council in this country 
will be in order in France, but the 
immediate need is to provide the milk 
supply that is called for at the present 
time. , 
* * * 

It was the day before the Huns at- 
tacked along the Marne’last July that 
I saw my first Holstein cow in France. 
She was a fine specimen of the breed 
and in company with a red and white 
cow of less attractive type was being 
led through the streets of Paris— 


E. M. HASTINGS along the Boulevard Haussmann near 


the Gare St. Lazare. Not until that 
moment had I realized what I was missing during my 
sojourn abroad. Though never in amy degree homesick I 
sometimes longed for the sight of a familiar face. There- 
fore, when emerging from the Rue des Mathurins I came 
unexpectedly upon this beautiful black and white bovine 
matron, the impression was much as if I had suddenly 
met a friend from home. Imagine yourself three thousand 
miles distant from the nearest American farm and in the 
midst of a foreign metropolis and then upon turning a cor- 
ner coming face to face with Superintendent Gardner! 
Or imagine a black-eyed demoiselle in charge of a’ Metro 
news-stand in underground Paris offering you a copy of 
the Holstein-Friesian World! The impression in either 
case couldn’t be much more surprising than was the effect 
of my chance encounter with the first black and white cow 
I had seen since leaving Lacona. In disposition as well as 
in build she was evidently a typical Holstein, attending 
strictly to her own business as she accompanied her 
guide but still keeping an eye out for contingencies of 
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possible interest. The next day, as I have said, the Ger- 
mans began their attempted drive which Uncle Sam’s 
Marines at Chateau Thierry were so prompt in changing to 
a Hun retreat. The attack was announced in Paris by a 
renewal of “Big Bertha’s” bombardment of the town, and

an exploding shell tore a great hole in the pavement not 
many yards from the spot where I had met my Holstein 
friend the day before. Little did we think that the tide was 
definitely turning and that the new offensive marked the 
beginning of the final campaign in the World War. From 
that time until the end the success of the Allies was con- 
tinuous—all of which merely confirms a well-established 


opinion that the Holstein cow is a forerunner of progress, . 


peace and prosperity.

There were times when it was impossible to obtain in 
the local market an adequate supply of potatoes for the 
military hospital with which I was connected. Then it 
became expedient to take the camion (a four-speed Char- 
ron, equipped with pneumatic tires) and make a trip to 
some farm where the desired “Pat Murphy’s” could be 
bought. One day on such an errand we visited—but first 
let me introduce you to my chauffeur, whom I can unre- 
servedly recommend. We will call him Peter Perry (because 
that is not his name). He is thirty-one years old-and when 
at home, in Cincinnati, Ohio, has charge of an extensive 
coal and ice business, in company with his brother. The 
firm’s equipment includes heavy motor-trucks and as our 
friend at the time of his enlistment had two automobiles 
of his own, it is reasonable to surmise that he knows 
how to drive. In fact, he can shoot his swift car with in- 
credible speed through a crowded street—amid auto- 
mobiles and street-cars and pedestrians and horse- and 
donkey-drawn carts without other penalty than the shake 
of a menacing fist of an jrate and red nosed taxi-driver 
who has to bring his own “two-lunger” to a sudden stop 
to escape the onrush of the daring Yankee. Perry com- 
bines the two essentials of an efficient driver—speed and 
safety. Honest, industrious, fun-loving, prudent to the 
extent of having accumulated a comfortable competence 
before volunteering as a soldier, he is typically American. 
In imagination I can see him now, or rather, as he reposes 
in his car at the curb of the Rue Caroline, I can see the 
sole of one substantial shoe that rests comfortably in a 
convenient space where the wind-shield has been tilted 
away from the cowl. An attractive French maid comes 
along and stepping to the middle cf the street to get 
near the driver, extends a hand which he good-naturedly 
clasps and immediately releases whe ’cvon the girl goes 
on her way.

leaving entirely to their own resources a brave wife an 
aged hut resolute mother, and three small children—two 
girls of three and five years and a boy of eleven. It was not 
long after the first desperate fighting when word came to 
the household that the father and husband had been taken 
prisoner. That was the last that he had been heard from 
and during the years that followed the older members of 
the family toiled to make a living for all, the little daugh- 
ters emerged from babyhood and the son attained to youth’s 
estate, grave and sedate beyond his years, a dependable lad 
upon whom a mother would come to lean in time of 
trouble. It was only natural that care and responsibility

Definite Figures Presented—Advocates Ten-Month Test 
With Strict Calving Requirement 


1. In our judgment the seven day test alone as a basis 
of Holstein values will eventually discredit our breed. We 
will concede that a great deal of good and much progress 
has been made in the past by the use of the seven day test, 
when applied as it was originally intended, but under pres- 
ent day methods it is so impracticable and incomparable 
to good dairy practice that it can not be safely used as a 
criterion of dairy values. In too many instances great sev-

en day productions are due more to skillful fitting, feeding 
and handling than to the ability of the cow. 

2. While we are convinced that the Holstein breed has 
made much improvement through the guidance of the seven 
day test, we are just as certain that it would have made 
greater progress by the use of the lactation period test. 
The seven day official test is all right as far as it goes, 
but the man who is conducting a commercial dairy is cer- 
tainly interested in knowing what the cow does and returns 
during the balance of her year. 

We have had quite a wide experience in the testing of 
cows during the past eight years, during which time we 
have been making both seven day and yearly records. At 
this time we are thoroughly convinced that the seven day 
test can not be relied upon to pick our best cows. Had we 
disregarded the long time test and depended upon the 
seven day test for the selection of foundation animals, we 
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Further Discussion of the Ten Vital Questions 


would certainly have made some costly errors. .To prove 
our point, we might mention a few specific instances. We 
have in mind three cows in our herd that have produced 
1215 lbs., 1161 lbs. and 1011 Ibs. butter in a year respective- 
ly. Under favorable circumstances the best that we have 
been able to do with these cows for seven days is 27.29, 
26.91 and 25.44 lbs. Eight months after calving they made 
25.56, 25.86 and 18 lbs. (3 yrs.) respectively. We were run- 
ning other cows at the same time that had no trouble in 
making 30 to 35 lbs. in seven, but had a very difficult time 
to come within three and four hundred pounds of the first 
three cows in yearly test. 

While the three first mentioned cows are young and 
their daughters are just coming on, the first one has a 932 
lbs. senior two-year-old, and an 830 lb. junior two-year-old, 
while the first daughter of one of the others is the highest 
record junior three-year-old living, with a record of 1113 
lbs. Had we used the seven day test as a basis for culling 
our herd and selecting our breeding animals, we would 
quite likely have sold these three cows and kept the 30 lb. 
cows, while as a matter of fact their daughters are not in 
the same class as the daughters of the other cows. We 
might also mention a great sire that we once discovered 
through the persistent qualities of two of his daughters. On 
getting together ten of his daughters most of which were 
getting old and on the decline, we found that the ten aver- 
aged in yearly test 883 lbs. of butter and over 21,000 lbs. 
of milk, running out with the herd under ordinary dairy 
conditions. With all that we could do only four of these 
cows ever exceeded 25 lbs., and only one got over 26 Ibs. 
in seven days. Here was really a great sire, but judged by 
his daughters’ seven day records he was scarcely worthy 
of consideration. From an economic standpoint we are con- 
vinced that we must turn to the yearly records in our 
breeding operations. 

3. We believe the seven day record is losing public 
confidence. It is receiving no encouragement from our 
agricultural colleges and our Department of Agriculture. 
All educational institutions and authorities engaged in the 
work of improvement and betterment of the dairy industry 
recognize only the long time test. 

4. In our judgment the present high position which the 
Holstein breed holds is due more to the few high yearly 
records ‘which have been made than to all the seven day 
records, and in order to keep our breed in the front rank 
we must do more long time testing. 

5. We are,undecided on this question. It may not be 
best to discoytinue the seven day test at present, but we 
believe that in time it will be discredited and dropped. As 
stated-before, in some cases it has some weight and merit, 
while ins.others it is deceptive and injurious. The future 
of the breeding industry is dependent entirely upon the 
dairyman, and we must put our cows’ records before him in 
a more comprehensive form. He does not measure-his cow’s 
ability by. what she does seven days, and we must put 
our records before him in such.a form as ‘tbe comparable. 
One of the. most deceptive features in connection with sev- 
en day records is the abnormally high per cent. of butter 
fat which they often show; and which is-too often used as 
an inducement to the dairyman to buy a high testing bull. 
The only means of determining a cow’s test is by the yearly 
record. Many a man has been led to believe he is buying 
a 4% or 44%% bull when in reality his dam’s normal test 
is 3 to 34%%, and sometimes below 3%, all of which is to 
the disadvantage of the breed. 

6. The discontinuance of seven day testing would un- 
doubtedly increase the number of long time records. — 

7. The small breeder has been led to believe that he 
cannot afford to make long time records, while, as a matter 
of fact, it is the only kind that he can afford to make. He 
can not afford to make short time records unless he makes 
good ones, and it is certainly an expensive procedure, as 
his cows must be dry and under heavy feed for an unrea- 
sonable length of time, during which she is returning noth- 
ing. When she comes in he must keep her on official test 
for thirty to sixty days, in order to get her best seven or 
thirty day record, after which, in order to reduce costs, she 
is put on short rations and turned with the herd, when she 
frequently drops below what she would have done had she 
not been tested. On the other hand, his cows may be 
placed in semi-official yearly test in normal condition. His 
costs for supervisor will not be more for two days a month 
than for the short-.test. and sometimes considerably less. 
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In addition to this the extra production obtained by a little 
extra feed and care over what he would likely get other- 
wise, will pay all the costs and best of all he has a real 
gauge on his cow’s capacity,—a record that will guide him 
in his breeding operations. 

8. I can not see that the future progress of the breed 
depends in any way upon the general adoption of an un- 
conditional yearly record. I believe that the record for 
us to tie to, and the only record that we should encourage, 
is a lactation period record of say 300 days, made just as 
nearly under normal, practical dairy conditions as is possi- 
ble to make it. I believe that every cow, in order to qualify 
or compete for prize money, should be required to drop:a 
calf within twelve months of the time her test began. She 
will then be performing the functions of a dairy cow, and 
we will eliminate all abnormalities and get our tests on a 
sound, practical basis. 

9. We have observed no ill effects from long time test- 
ing. The contention that long tests tend to produce steril- 
ity has no foundation. We have had just as many seven 
day cows quit breeding as we have yearly tested cows. If 
care and judgment is used in feeding there are no ill ef- 
fects, and the cow that can not stand: feed and work has no 
business in the herd. 

10. It is a question whether or not the public pays more 
for seven day backing than for yearly backing. If the 
public does it is merely because it is misinformed, or is un- 
able to obtain animals with good yearly backing. It is 
true that the highest prices have been paid for seven day 
backing, but they have been paid by wealthy breeders and 
not by dairymen. Great prices have in many cases been 
the result of great advertising campaigns, and great boost- 
ing by wealthy men who have not as yet seen the practical 
side of dairying. When such men take hold of the long 
time test conditions will change.

As soon 
as the breeders and public demand more than seven-day 
records, then we will see longer records made. I should 
like to see the seven-day work slow down but not discon- 
tinued. 

- 6. Certainly it would. Breeders are going to furnish the 
public what they want, and what they will pay best for 
Our present condition shows that as the seven-day test is 
losing in favor, there is more demand for yearly records 
and many more yearly records are being made (even in 
war times when help has been very hard to get). I think 
you will see a rapid increase in yearly record work from 
now on. 

7. The small breeder can make more creditable long- 
time records than he can creditable seven-day records, The 
seven-day records have gone so far that the small breeder 
has not much chance of even getting half way. I believe 
he can make the longer records without much more ex- 
pense, along with his seven-day work, than if he was mak- 
ing creditable seven-day records. If he makes a decent 
seven-day record, he must spend much time and money on 
his cows beforehand. Also the smaller breeder depends 
much on his milk from his herd; hence a little extra care 
and feed are largely paid for by extra returns, and besides 
he is developing his cows and herd. They will produce 
better each year under this method of handling them.

day test the credit for this. I believe the Holstein cow has 
attained her present place in spite of the seven-day test, 
instead of because of it; No other breed does seven-day 
testing, hence we have nothing to compare the breeds in 
that respect. It’s the longer records that bring the Hol- 
stein cow to the front, by far surpassing the same long rec- 
ords of other breeds. 

2. While the seven-day records are bringing the prices, 
I do not consider them of mueh value in determining the 
real worth of a cow. In keeping our breed above the other 
breeds in yearly production cannot depend on the seven- 
day test to do it. The cows are encouraged to produce for 
only a short time, and if this practice is kept up continually 
our great breed will be a breed of short-time milkers. In 





9. We have not noticed any ill effects from yearly work. 
We have far less trouble with our cows on yearly work. 
They keep in better shape, in better health and get with 
calf easier than our cows that are not run on long-time 


=» work. 


We do not lose much time in producing calves. Our 
cows carry the calves from four to six months of their 
yearly test period. This gives them a little rest between 
calving, and if they are properly fed during year test they 
will be in fine shape to start another year’s work, and pro- 
duce a large, strong calf. 

10. Seven-day records have been bringing the large 
prices, because they have been the most advertised. There 
is better than eighty-five per cent. of the Holstein bulls ad- 
vertised for sale, that are of seven-day breeding. The price 
for yearly record stock is rapidly gaining, however, and 
they will’keep on gaining because the seven-day record fad 
is losing ground. The question of prices and popularity of 
the seven-day and yearly records will take’ care of them- 
selves, because the public is demanding the longer record, 
and this demand will bring the price.

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A Big’ Idea 


HE suggestions made by President Aitken for a 
I demonstration herd of Holsteins to be sent to France, 
is one of the biggest and most far reaching ideas that 
has been promulgated in the interest of Holstein cattle 
for a long time. Others have suggested the donation of 
purebred cattle to France, but this plan goes farther. It 
contemplates. the selection of choice representatives from 
our very best families, the sending of an expert attendant 
to supervise their care for the next two years, and finally 
a system of publicity that will spread the story of the offi- 
cial records of these cows broadcast from one. end of 
France to the other. It does not stop with the mere demon- 
stration, but provides for the establishment of a Holstein- 
Friesian: Herd Book and Advanced Registry similar to ours, 
which, as will be readily seen, will reduce to the minimum 
the obstacles incident to the transfer of American bred 
Holsteins to France. Mr. Aitken outlines his plan very 
clearly, and does not overstate the benefits sure to accrue 
from its operation under the conditions he prescribes. Let 
us get back of this thing, and make of it the success it 
deserves. 


Who Is at Fault? 


HE following quotation from a letter recently receiv- 
i ed from one of our good friends touches on a subject 
that means a great deal to the future progress and 
expansion of the Holstein industry. “I would like to call 
your attention to what appeals to me as a very grave fault 
in the manner in which you put out the news of the Hol- 
stein breed: I have taken your paper several years and 
as yet have never seen a picture or a write-up of anybody, 
—cow, man or farm— from our state, and also from sev- 
eral other states where Holsteins are not oniy making a 
good start, but are doing very good work. I see big pic- 
tures of cows of other states and sections that are great 
Holstein centers, and a lot of print about them and their 
records, and when I look their records over find with some 
disgust that they are not so good, or any better, than we 
have in the state; or our own herd, and which we had never 
said anything about because we did not deem them good 
enough to talk about.” 

The conclusion of this quotation is what impresses us 
particularly—“which we had never said anything about 
because we did not deem them good enough to talk about.” 
How can you expect anybody else to get enthusiastic over 
your cattle if you yourself do not “deem them good enough 
to talk about.” Time is a valuable consideration these 
days, and it costs money to travel. Accordingly the men 
who are in search of Holsteins go where they know in ad- 
vance they will find about what they are looking for. The 
man who sits back and waits for someone to come along 
and buy his surplus, particularly if he is located rather off 
the beaten track of Holstein travel, is pretty sure to have 
a long and tedious, and not altogether profitable wait. Now, 
the question is who is at fault? Is it the purchaser, who 
overlooks an opportunity that has never been made known 
to him? Is it the publisher, who has failed to gather and 
publish the news of this particular herd, or is it the owner, 
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the man who is most interested i

HIS matter of appreciating our own goods and then 
I telling the public about them suggests the important 
part which the national magazines play in na- 
tional advancement. In our own industry alone, think 
of the condition we would be facing if there were 
no means by which we could simply by writing one 
letter tell our story to a large proportion of the 
Holstein breeders in America. The great majority 
of us are guided very largely in our attitude to- 
ward many questions by the opinions of certain leaders of 
thought in whose judgment we have confidence.

SOME PRACTICAL SUGGESTIONS BY PRESIDENT AITKEN 


that I have some hesitancy in presenting for fear some 

of our breeders might think it was an imposition, and 
still Iam not sure but it would enure greatly to their ad- 
vantage if they should conclude themselves to take a part 
in it. 

The proposition is this: France has no registry system 
of dairy animals and it has occurred to me if a few of our 
breeders in the United States were each to present to the 
children of France, through the French Government, an 
animal of their own breeding, and of the family they are 
developing, to be taken over by the most approved de- 
partment of animal industry, they have in their Agricul- 
tural Department, fed by them and tested for butter fat 
and milk production, by them through their chemical de- 


es been thinking a good deal lately about a matter 


_ partment of the animal industry, that the Holstein-Friesian 


Association of America would pay the transportation on 
these animals to France, and they would establish a regis- 
try department of the Holstein-Friesian aimals in France 
and establishing there the system of advanced registry. 
They would send with the animals a man to supervise 
their care for two years and assist in the establishing of 
the Record Association and the Advanced Registry Associa- 
tion in that country; in other words, I believe it would be 
a great thing for Holstein-Friesian breeders in years to 
come to establish in France the breed. We know what 
the result would be, we know they have nothing in France 
in a class with them, they have never made any special 
dairy effort in France, and while it would be a matter of 
education, still the publicity that would attach to them 
as their records were printed at the end of each month 
all over France, the thousands of people who would see 
them on exhibition constantly and note the difference 
between them and the ordinary animals used for dairy 
purposes, I believe would result in a demand for a large 
number of very high class animals such as the representa- 
tives were that we had presented to the children of France. 

I would want each of these cows to have demonstrated 
that she was able to produce. at least 20,000 Ibs. of milk 
ma year and 800 lbs. of butter; large, rugged and abso- 





lutely healthy. Then they should be furnished a sire suit- 
able to mate with such high class females and we would start 
a system of registry in France that would mean something 
to coming generations. 

Each one of the gentlemen who presented one of these 
animals from the family that he was breeding seems to me 
would not only get a lot of satisfaction when he thought of 
the milk that the kids were drinking over there, but would 
get a lot of practical results from persons who wanted to 
engage in bettering the dairy industry of France. 

I have had some talk about this proposition with repre- 
sentatives of the French Government, who advise me they 
have an Agricultural Department, the same as we have, 
and that the Government of France would be delighted to 
show these animals every possible opportunity, and would 
wish to carry out the ideas promulgated by the gentlemen 
who presented the animals. I would want them to form an 
association of their own, have some one of them go over 
to advise with the representative of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association, and to report to his associates of the treatment 
the animals had received in shipment and the reception 
they had received in France. I believe the Association 
could well afford to pay the expense of shipping and care 
of these animals, paying a man for two years while he was 
establishing matters in France, and later on the same 
thing might be done, perhaps, to Belgium. 

I have talked with Mr. Rawl, Assistant Chief of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry at Washington, known to 
thousands of Holstein-Friesian breeders as one of the best 
informed men of the country in Dairy Husbandry. He is 
very enthusiastic over this plan and was among the first 
who ever talked with me about it. 

The more I think of the proposition the more enthused 
I become over it, provided those who have our very best 
families are willing to take part in it: otherwise I would 
not wish to have the Association represented. We want 
the best Holstein-Friesian animals, type and production 
considered, that there is on the earth, and there are a 
good many families in the United States, and a good

Several other members were then 
called on, and the meeting ended with a report of the recent 
Moyer sale by H. T. Sisson, who has conducted several suc- 
cessful sales in Poughkeepsie.

OTTER TAIL COUNTY HOLSTEIN BREEDERS ENJOY 
ANNUAL MEETING 

The annual meeting of the Otter Tail County Holstein 
Breeders Association was held following the banquet at 
Hotel Kaddatz in Fergus Falls, Minn., Tuesday, February 
25th. The occasion was a very agreeable affair and enjoyed 
by a large attendance.. 

M. C. Kronemann, one of the well known Holstein 
breeders, presided. He pointed out some important prob- 
lems that the county organization should undertake to fur- 
ther increase the popularity of black and whites. He very 
fittingly introduced the various speakers, whose talks and 
addresses were enthusiastically received. 

The important address of the day was given by W. F. 
Schilling, of Northfield, Minn. Mr. Schilling very aptly 
illustrated the importance of continuous advertising in 
keeping before the public the virtues of Holstein cattle. His 
plea was for advertising pitilessly the importance of profit 
in keeping cattle. A cow, first of all, must give a profit at 
the milk pail, after which she should be sold for meat. 

T. J. Julian, Mayor G. W. Frankberg, and Secretary 
Seaton of the county fair, also spoke briefly. 

Victor J. Peterson, one of the new Holstein breeders, 
emphasized by actual figures the profit there is in milking 
Holstein cattle. Mr. Peterson said, “I sold my farm in 
1915, and shortly after had an opportunity of buying another 
with which I secured 38 head of cattle. These included 
16 milch cows. In 1916 I told my daughter to keep the stubs 
of the cream checks and she found that I received $480 for 
cream sold in 1916. This seemed very poor indeed. I heard 
in the meantime, and read in the local papers, regarding the 
production of Holstein cattle from records that we secured 
through the. cooperative testing association. I, therefore, 
sold six of my cows and bought six grade Holsteins to 
replace them. I paid, what was then a big price for these 
young heifers and cows. However, my cream checks in the 
year 1917 amounted. to $1150. In 1918 I sold four, of the

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original cows and milked only 12 head, and we were sur- 
prised to find that we sold from 12 cows $1439 worth of 
cream. This is an increase of over a thousand dollars in 
three years.” 

C. R. Wright, president of the county fair, and a large 
farm operator, related his experience with Holstein cattle 
He said in part, “In about 1914 we bought our first carload 
of Holstein heifers. We placed these on one of our farms 
and found that the receipts from the cream checks the first 
year paid the original cost of the cattle. I also find that 
some of our best profits in feeding cattle have come from 
Holsteins. In 1915 we bought 7 head of rather young 
Holstein calves for which we paid $218. We kept them one 
year and sold them for $482. That more than doubled the 
money on these cattle. In 1917 we fed out some high grade 
Holstein steers which were sold at from $7 to $9 per hun- 
dred. In 1918 we sold a bunch of 26-months-old steers, that 
averaged a thousand pounds, and which sold for $14 a 
hundred.”

many comprising the once large dairy herd: Nevertheless, 
it was here that I partook of the first and only glass of 
fresh, clean milk that I drank while abroad. A Ford car 
in the background, fresh milk on tap, a comrade from Ohio 
to share the treat: what could be more like the good old 
U. S.? Which reminds me that with the coming of prohi- 
bition milk is bound to become the popular beverage here in 
America. Under the heading, “Dairy Lunches Take Place 
of Saloon Bars” a recent issue of the Syracuse Post- 
Standard devotes considerable space to the projected es- 
tablishment of dairy lunch-rooms in Syracuse by the dairy- 
men of Onondaga County for the purpose of providing a 
substitute for the saloons. In the article C. F. Hunt, the 
well-known Holstein breeder and former sale promoter, 
is thus quoted: “The inveterate beer-drinker must find 
some substitute after the city goes dry. He will have to 
drink something besides water, and I believe he ean be 
educated to be just as well satisfied with rich cold milk 
or buttermilk as with the old time ‘bucket of suds.’ He 
should also be taught the nutritious qualities of milk and 
milk products.” 

Having availed ourselves of the hospitality of the house 
by partaking of the wholesome beverage so freely supplied, 
we bade our friends “Au revoir.”

A little later when we pulled up by the bar- 
racks, we knew that everything was all right for we 
caught the melody of a lustily-voiced refrain that from 
San Francisco eastward around the world to Archangel 
has given expression to the spirit of the typical American 
soldier:

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Jane Garden Farms—A Coming Establishment 


From time to time mention of Jane 
Garden Farms, the Holstein breeding 
establishment of Frederick J. Kiesel, 
President of the California Holstein- 
Friesian Association, has been made 
in these columns. But no attempt has 
yet been made to convey a definite 
idea to just what Kiesel is doing in 
the establishment of a Holstein herd 
which has promise of becoming one of 
the most outstanding in the West if 
not in the United States. 

Kiesel is a banker, though a farm- 
er’s son, and has made a business suc- 
cess in banking. When it was de- 
cided to reclaim from the floods 90,000 
acres of rich, river-bottom tule land 
adjacent to Sacramento Kiesel picked 
out for himself something more than 
1000 acres of the richest of this silt 
soil fronting the Sacramento river 12 
miles north of the city. 

Last year that flood basin, across 
which huge steamers passed seven or 
eight years ago, yielded a food crop 
of more than $6,000,000 in beans, al- 
falfa, live stock products and wheat. 
Today it is surrounded by impregna- 
ble levees and on top of the river-front 
levee is a concrete boulevard which 
runs to Kiesel’s place. 

Knowing the wonderful alfalfa pos- 
sibilities of the soil Kiesel visioned 
the farm as the home of his future 
Holstein herd. Development was be- 
gun when no roads led to the place 
and it was necessary to take all ma- 
terial by water. Following the prac- 
tical business principles of a success- 
ful banker rather than the flash-in-the- 
pan enthusiasm of a city man, Kiesel 
today is well along to realization of his 
dream and his ardor has not abated 
one whit. The farm, -because of the 
wonderful producing nature of the 
soil, has paid almost from the begin- 
ning. 

Standing on the veranda of the 
house which is home for Kiesel’s thirty 
employes, a Colorado man last Janu- 
ary heard a familiar humming noise 
in the distance. 

“What's that,” he asked. 

“The mowing machines; we’re cut- 
ting hay,” returned C. W. Young, the 
superintendent. 

The Colorado man was so surprised 
that he insisted on taking his coat off, 
mounting a mowing machine and hav- 
ing his picture taken to send to his 
wife. He could hardly believe that al- 
falfa could be cut in January. In 
truth, the condition is rather rare even 
for California, but the warm soil of the 
Kiesel farm is responsible for it. Su- 
perintendent Young told me that last 
year he cut alfalfa seven and eight 
times, getting a yield of twelve tons to 
the acre. Enough feed was raised 
for all of the 270 registered cows, 
forty mules and several hundred hogs 
on the place. These facts on feed are 
told to show on what a substantial 
foundation is Kiesel building his aspi- 
rations for a dairy herd. 

Early in the business Kiesel decided 
he was unrelenting enemy of tubercu- 
losis. Fear of contracting the disease 
in his herd has even kept his cows out 
of many of the shows. He has a rigid 
quarantine system and the newly pur-

Kiesel, because of the immense 
amount of construction work and the 
necessity each year of planting and 
harvesting a heavy revenue crop of 
beans, has not yet been able to pre- 
pare for test work to any great ex. 
tent. Preparations were being made 
when the writer visited the place a 
few days ago, however, to put on test 
the young cow, Ontario Blonde Piet- 
chje, with a 30-lb. record as a four- 
year-old. She had just calved to the 
service of It, a McAlister & Sons herd 
sire. 

Much of the Kiesel stock was pur- 
chased in Wisconsin while some came 
from A. W. Morris & Sons and vari- 
ous other herds in California. Two of 
the leading bulls on the farm, Sir 
Aaggie De Kol Acme and King Korn. 
dyke Pontiac are owned jointly by Kie- 
sel and Morrises. Another sire is 
Prince Gelsche Walker Korndyke. 

Kiesel has hardly gone far enough 
to have been heard of much about the 
shows and sales, though his bull sired 
the $6500 youngster purchased by W. 
J. Higdon a year and a half ago. Re- 
cently Dr. E. J. Weldon, who has been 
a breeder in Sacramento county for 
may years, joined forces with Kiesel 
as secretary and will handle the busi- 
ness and sales end of the business. 
Young remains as Superintendent. 

The Kiesel place ‘is rapidly becom- 
ing one of the showy Holstein farms 
of California as the grounds have been 
laid out attractive to the eye of the 
visitor.

2. I believe the seven-day test is all that is required 
to show an animal’s ability to produce and that economical- 
ly. 

3. In my opinion it is gaining in public confidence and 
I offer as proof the increasing prices paid each year for 
these high records. Note the Moyer Sales for the past 
three years, and you will see the proofs. 

4. The seven-day test is the most practical in that it 
shows in a short time what the animal can do, while the 
yearly test is impractical in every way. It costs too much 
to run an animal that long. It is- not conducive to good 
health. Too much dependence must be placed on so-called 
luck, and the results are not enough to justify the extra 
expense. 

5. Emphatically no. All other breeds have the yearly 
test, and what is the result? Low prices and not much in- 
terest in the records. 

6. No, but a long chance that interest would cease in 
Black and Whites, as well as in other breeds. 

7. The small breeder simply would not test. 

8. A great deal, in my opinion, depends our future pro- 
gress thru the seven-day test. 

9. The ill effects of the long time test has been so bad 
that I have discontinued them entirely.

Abnormality May Make 7-Day Record Unreliable 


1. The seven-day test is not a true basis of determining 
Holstein value. 

2. The seven-day records may or may not be of great 
value as a basis of breeding operations with increased 
economic production as a goal. If such records are based 
on more than a 4% butter fat basis, I believe it would be 
distinctly injurious. 

3. In my opinion the seven-day record is losing public 
confidence. 

4. I believe that the future of the business is going to 
rest on yearly production. 

5. I believe it would be to the advantage of the Holstein 
breed to discontinue the seven-day test if some arrange- 
ment can be made by which long-time tests may be within 
the reach of the small breeder. Many of the phenomenal 
seven-day records are made from an abnormally high per 
cent of butterfat which is not a characteristic of the Hol- 
stein breed. Again in the seven-day record depends a great 
deal upon the peculiar ability of the feeder. Again, small 
breeders buy sires with large seven-day backing and are 
apt to be disappointed because the record was abnormal. 
In other words it is not normal for the average Holstein 
cow to give more than 4% butter fat for any length of time. 

6. The elimination of the seven-day test would unques- 
tionably increase the number of long-time records. 
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7. Unless some arrangement is

3rd. Many men who have been making phenomenal 
records are able and willing to spend all kinds of money 
in advertising. 

Of peculiar psychological reasoning that will prob- 
ably vanish in course of time. 

5th. Other breeds have recognized the long-time test 
and they are making good with it. 

6th. Other things being equal the public will unques- 
tionably pay more for animals with long-time backing. It 
is already coming and I believe that the next ten years 
will see the emphasis placed upon the long-time test.

1. I believe the seven day test is not a good or safe basis 
for Holstein values, but I do think it is an excellent indica- 
tor even though it sometimes indicates incorrectly, for a 
cow with a good seven day record has an excellent start on 
a year record. 

2. I believe the seven day record is of very little if any 
value as a basis of breeding operations with increased econ- 
omic production as a goal. There are a great many cows 
injured permanently because of the great desire of their 
owners to get a big seven day record. In that way many 
good cows have been lost to the breed, also as a rule a 
seven day record tends to a big flow for a short time fol- 
lowed by a long dry spell. 

3. It seems from all one sees and hears that the seven 
day record is losing just a little every year the confidence 
of the breeders,—not the buyers. 

4. I think the relative value of the seven day test and 
the year, or better ten months test, from the standpoint of 
the future business is hardly comparable, for the seven day 
test alone will kill the business and the year test even 
alone will promote it. 

5. It certainly would not be to the advantage of the Hol- 
stein breed to discontinue the seven day test. The seven 
day test is an easy test to run; it furnishes an interest and

and care. It also makes it possible to get many interested 
who will later take up the year work, and above almost all 
other points it makes a great advertising point to talk up. 

6. Were the seven day test discontinued it would with- 
out much doubt greatly increase the long time records, for 
many men that can afford to run them do not, and were the 
short time tests discontinued they would turn their. money 
to long time records. 

7. Without the short time test the little breeder would 
be hurt for a few years, but at the end of that time he 
would be running as many long time tests as he does short 
time ones now, for the increased milk flow would more than 
pay extra expense. 

8. The future progress of the Holstein breed does not 
depend on the seven day test at all for in the end Holstein 
cattle will be bred not for the big records but for the rea- 
son that they will give a profitable flow of milk and a calf 
every twelve months. If they cannot do that, then their 
doom is only a matter of time. 

9. I have never observed any ill effects from long time 
testing, but I have only been at it five years so don’t feel 
quite competent to judge. Personally I have never seen 
anything but good results. 

10. The reason the buying public pays the highest prices 
for short time tests is because the buying public is com- 
posed of men who make the Holstein game,—no the Hol- 
stein business—do you get that difference—their recreation 
just as they used to run racing stables a few years ago. 

You seldom hear of a man that is making a living out 
of Holstein cattle alone, and who depends on his cattle for 
his bread and butter, paying a very high price for his stock. 
It is better business to buy lower priced stock, develop it 
and sell it to some one that is in the game, for a long price.

SEVEN-DAY TEST CANNOT BE SUPPLANTED WITH- 
OUT DISASTER 
—G. T. Lake 


1. The seven-day test is just as good a basis of value as 
the yearly test, provided it is made under normal conditions 
with normal per cent butterfat. In the last analysis all 
tests are only a basis of comparison in establishing values. 

2. The seven-day test or seven-day records in conjunc- 
tion with a thorough knowledge of Holsteins on the part of 
the breeder, could not fail to resuit in improvement in 
economic production. The record alone is not the whole 
of the argument. I should hate to trust a blind man to 
buy a cow for me. 

3. Judging from prices recently paid for Holsteins with 
seven-day backing, I should say that the seven-day test 
was gaining in public confidence. 

4. The future of the business for an indefinite period 
(which can be more definitely judged after the small 
breeder has more generally taken up yearly work) is large- 
ly dependent on the seven-day test; and until such time as 
the yearly test can be gradually more generally followed, 
it should be used wherever possible to supplement and 
strengthen the seven-day work. 

5. I believe it would be nothing short of a catastrophe 
to discontinue the seven-day test. Do we want to relegate 
to the discard such sires as Hengerveld De Kol and King 
Segisandtheirdescendants,and such promising young bulls 
as Carnation King Sylvia, King Ormsby Jane Rag Apple 
and King Champion Rag Apple because their daughters 
didn’t happen to be given yearly records, or because their 
dams were considered too valuable for breeding purposes 
to risk forcing them for a year on test? , 

6. It is not a question with the smaller breeder (the back- 
bone of the industry) of whether he can afford to test his 
cows for a year, but rather whether he can find the time, 
help and money to give them all seven or thirty-day rec- 
ords. 

7. The effect on the little breeder of discontinuing the 
seven-day test would be to put him out of the running en- 
tirely, discourage the beginner, destroy the “big breeder’s” 
market for his surplus stock, and generally cause the bot- 
tom to drop out of the Holstein business. 

8. The future progress of the Holstein breed will be 
more or less dependent on the seven-day test until it can 
be gradually displaced by the yearly test; that is, daugh- 
ters of a sire with seven-day backing be given yearly rec- 
ords, and thus build up a pedigree with yearly records, 
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without destroying the ori 
a would be ruinous.

3. I do not believe it loses much confidence with the 
Holstein breeder publicly. Only last evening I was talking 
with a farmer dairyman who has a nice herd of Guernseys 
that wishes he had a seven day chance. 

4. As far as the breeders of Holsteins are concerned 
I believe they are both very popular. Each one has its 
place. 

5. Financially it will never be to the advantage of the 
Holstein Friesian Association to discontinue the seven 
day test. I have only one reason, and I think it is a good 
one. It will crowd the farmer breeder out, and by doing 
this the gentleman farmer will gradually lose out, for I 
believe that 75% of the stock the gentleman farmer sells 
goes to the farmer breeder. 

6. It would naturally increase the yearly test, but I am 
positively sure it would send many a good cow to the sham- 
bles, for the poor man could not afford to keep her. 

7. As I have already stated, it would put the little breed- 
er out of commission, and I actually believe the little breed- 
er is the backbone of the industry. 

8. I believe it is the best inducement. It would get new 
beginners, and without these the association cannot grow. 

9. Not in the Holstein breed, but I have heard it men- 
tioned in the other breeds. The Holstein breeder can do 
as he pleases, test a long time or the short test, which ever 
he sees fit both as to labor and financially. 

10. My opinion as a green-horn and a new starter is 
just this: Any man with brains, and one who has watched 
the Holstein cow perform, knows she is a stayer. Her con- 
sistency cannot be beat. I believe this is why the seven 
day cow is popular, and then again they could not change 
hands so fast by long testing, for with the seven day test a 
man can sell more often, and he can sell his stock young, 
especially bulls. This again is a great advantage to the 
small breeder, as he naturally buys cheaper. I certainly 
cannot see where the Holstein Friesian Association can 
remedy anything at all by abolishing the short time test.

The Linwood Club was o i 
January, 1918, under the cae 7 
charge of I. N. Chapman Comal 
Agent, assisted by W. R. Taylor aa 
retary of the Kaw Valley Railroad rs 
S. Neale, of Manhattan, Kansas who 
furnished the calves, and the Price 
Bank of Linwood, which put up the 
necessary financial support. Forty. 
eight calves varying in age from four 
to eleven months were selected, pay. 
ment being made by the individual 
notes of club members. The Calves 
were divided into six classes or groups 
according to age, breeding and size 
starting with Class 1 at $95 ana run. 
ning up to Class 6 at $140. Regular 
meetings of the club were held and 
monthly reports concerning the feed 
required, etc., were submitted to the 
County Agent. One meeting was turn- 
ed into a tour on which twenty-four 
calves were inspected by the club. In 
the fall a show and sale were held, the 
Kaw Valley Railroad having offered 
suitable prizes. Mr. Neale consigned 
enough additional animals to make 4 
two days’ sale, and the whole event 
was staged November 29 and 30. The 
program commenced with the placing 
of calves by W. E. Peterson, dairy ex- 
tension specialist from the Kansas 
State Agriculture College. Engraved 
silver cups were given the winners of 
first place in each of the six classes, 
second prize winners received an en- 
graved nickel case watch and every 
other member an engraved gold handle 
knife. After the awarding of prizes 
the animals were sold at auction, 
bringing an average price of $223 per 
head—an average gain per head of 
$113 over the cost price of $110 in 
April. Twenty-nine head of calves 
were bought back by their representa- 
tive owners, and the other sixteen 
were sold to persons in the nearby vi- 
cinity, so that the entire number stay- 
ed in Leavenworth County. 

An interesting fact in connection 
with the sale is that the heifer bring- 
ing the highest price, $400, was the 
highest priced animal to start with, 
costing $140. She was also a winner 
in this class.

Editor’s Note—Apparently the question 
of the relative value of long-time and 
short-time tests lies close to the hearts 
of our breeders. This week again we pre- 
sent a splendid lot of letters in answer 
to the ‘Ten Vital Questions” recently 
submitted. They denote careful thought 
and furnish abundant food for reflection 
on the part of all of us. 

THE SEVEN-DAY TEST FOR THE 
SMALL BREEDER 

1. A seven-day test is good, but a 
yearly test is better. 

2. Not entirely reliable, but very 
good. 

3. The public as a general. thing 
knows very little about tests of any 
kind, but our Holstein men are be 
ginning to admire the yearly test. 

4. In my opinion the future of the 
Holstein business depends nearly as 
much on the seven-day as the yearly 
test. 

5. In my opinion it would be a dam- 
age to the breed to discontinue the 
seven-day test, because it would dis 
courage the small breeder, and make 
the business largely a rich man’s 
game. 

6. The discontinuance of the seven- 
day test would increase the long time 
test, but some are not ready for long 
tests, and they may not be able to test 
at all.

You call the ten questions referring 
to short and long time test, vital ques- 
tions. I doubt whether they are really 
of such importance. They would be 
yital if the present conditions were 
fundamentally wrong, but they are 
not; on the contrary I believe that it 
would be very unwise to make ma- 
terial changes. Even if the short time 
test is not desirable as far as its true 
indication of the real value of the cow 
is concerned, there are, as I will point 
out later on, important factors, which 
ought to induce us to look at this test 
as an unavoidable necessity in order 
to safeguard the future of the Holstein- 
Friesian enterprise. Of course, I do 
not think that there exists any real 
preeder who, between himself and his 
private study, would not agree that 
the yearly test gives the only true in- 
dication of the real value of the dairy 
cow, and I do not think that any 
breeder would, considering cold facts, 
call his three times 30-lb. or four times 
50-lb. cow the greatest cow in the 
world, if he would stop for one mo- 
ment and think of the achievements of 
Tilly Alcartra. But as there is at 
the present time a very close relation 
between seven-day world records and 
financial success, there is of course 
an easily understood tendency amongst 
our leading breeders to adhere and 
stick to this short time test, whether 
for the benefit of the breed or not is 
another question. 

Ido not want to take one ounce of 
credit away from the man who is 
able to make these wonderful seven- 
day records. By doing so he gives no- 
toriety to the breed and consequently 
has put the Holstein cow on the high- 
est pedestal—over all the dairy breeds. 
But here is the point, we know these 
seven-day tests are mostly forced and, 
therefore, as a breeder I do not rely 
upon them as a true indication of the 
value of a cow.

2. The value of the seven-day t 
a basis of breeding operations wane i 
creased economic production is very 
doubtful. The ideal goal of a breed- 
er ought to be his desire to create ani- 
mals which will increase the yearly 
production of our grade dairy herds 
and he consequently ought to be in. 
duced to show for himself what the 
dams of his bulls can do in the long- 
time work. 

3. At the present time the public, i. 
e., the average dairyman, is not suffi- 
ciently educated to discriminate be. 
tween these two questions. On the 
contrary I believe that with our big 
breeders doing their utmost to adver- 
tise their achievements in short time 
test, and continually holding these 
feats before the eye of the public, 
there is small likelihood that the pub- 
lic will awaken very soon to the fact 
that there exists another test—the 
long time test—as a truer indication of 
the real value of a cow. 

4. With the public gaining in knowl- 
edge and on the other side an abun- 
dance of high record cows on the mar-. 
ket, the big breeder ultimately will 
turn to the long time work in order 
to create new sensations. 

5. Under no circumstances would 


I abandon the seven-day test, as this © 


seemingly is one of the main stimu- 
lants for the small breeder to go into 
and stay in the breeding game; and 
as the small breeder is really of far 
greater importance to the _ public 
through his ability to supply purebred 
stock to his community at reasonable 
prices, everything ought to be done 
to encourage the small fellow to stay 
in the game. 

6. Undoubtedly. It would compel 
the big breeder to use every effort to 
create long distance records in order 
to get returns from his big invest- 
ments. 

7. The small breeder would not of 
necessity be compelled to stop official 
testing, as he eventually could show 
through the 8 months’ test the quality 
of his stock, as far as long-time work is 
concerned; besides, I believe that the 
increased expenses for long time work 
are not so extravagant as the in- 
creased value of the offspring would 
more than make good for it. 

8. The seven-day test is hardly es- 
sential to the breed, but it has stim- 
ulated the interest of the breeder 
with small means and, therefore, will 
do its bit towards further success of 
the breed. 

9. Mr. Frank Morris, E. C. Schroe- 
der, E. H. Halsey of the Pontiac State 
Hospital, and a few other men of this 
type will answer this question better 
than I could do. 

10. There was not enough sensation- 
al offering during the past in long dis- 
tance record offspring to warrant ex- 
ceptional high prices—prices which 
are only paid for the benefit the buy- 
er receives through its advertisement. 
And if the seven-day test would be 
abolished, Mr. Big Breeder will auto- 
matically pay sensational prices for 
long time backing.

1. The seven-day test is not re- 
liable enough to place much value up- 
on unless backed up with a good year- 
ly record. 

2. The seven-day record is no indi- 
cation of the cow’s productive capacity 
for the year. 

3. The seven-day test is rapidly los- 
ing public confidence. 

4. The long-time test is most valu- 
able and more reliable. Good long- 
time tests can only be made with ani- 
mals bred for long time production. 

5. Not yet. Leave it to the individ- 
ual breeder to decide on the seven-day 
test and allow him to enter a cow for 
a year’s test without first making a 
seven-day record if he so desires. 
[The rules were so amended last June 
—KEditor. } 

6. Yes. 

7. The small breeder can better com- 
pete with the large one in the long 
time test, because the cow is paying 
for her feed as she goes along, and 
in order to make a creditable seven- 
day test the cow has to be dry and 
fed for several weeks before freshen- 
ing at great expense. Also often the 
small breeder has but one or two to 
make the short time test at the same 
time, while on the long-time test they 
all can be tested at the same time. 

8. Soon as the majority of the 
breeders take to the long time test, 
the seven day test will have little or 
no value. 

9. None, unless breeding is delayed 
too long. 

10. Because the seven-day tests have 
been longer before the public. It is 
only a matter of time before this con- 
dition becomes changed whether the 
short time test is abolished or not.

SWITCH GRADUALLY FROM 7-DAY 
TO YEARLY TESTS 


1. The seven-day test is a fair indi- 
cation, when used under normal or 
natural conditions, but it has been 
abused so much in developing 40-lb. 
cows that at present it is a joke among 
all students of dairying. 

2. I firmly believe one-half of the 
large seven-day record cows have not 
made economical tests. In most cases 
it is a rich man’s gamble—feed or ex- 
pense not considered. 

3. Losing. 

4. The yearly test is gaining confi- 
dence daily. It is the only way to 
measure production. It too, should be 
done according to strict rules. 

5. I don’t believe in radical changes, 
but the sooner we switch gradually 
from the seven-day test to yearly tests, 
the better as outside of some Holstein 
breeders it is certainly a joke. 

6. Certainly. 

7. It would not injure him in any 
way as in most cases he is a farmer 
or dairyman. He needs the monthly 
returns from his herd and can’t afford 
to fatten cows up to where the beef 
breeds look poor. The yearly test, 
although expensive, is more in line 
for the average farmer. 

8. The seven-day test will fall like 
a stack of cards. Did the value of any 
of our other breeds of cattle rise to 
their high standards by such a poor 
laid foundation.

THE LONG-TIME TEST FoR T 
SMALL BREEDER ss 


1. As a rule with me as seven-day 
tests are now conducted, I place no 
value on them, because one has only 
to look up records where cows with 
records of 400 to 450 lbs. milk make 
20 lbs. butter, and in a year or: two 
follow with 500 lbs. milk and 30 to 40 
Ibs. butter. Now tell me what earthly 
value has this last record—positively 
abnormal and cannot be transmitted, 
and to make one believe in such a 
thing is to say one lacks brains, to put 
it mildly. 

2. Has none and cannot because we 
have no way of determining cows’ true 
productive power. 

3. Losing fast with real dairymen. 

4. As now conducted I believe it will 
harm, for the reason a 20-lb. cow is a 
20-lb. cow, but she has no comparison 
to the same 20-lb. cow when fitted 
highly and made to test 6 per cent to 
make a 40-lb. record, or nearly, and 
20-lb. records; i. e., true ones look bad 
compared to others, in fact look like 
scrubs. 

5. Yes, and to make it so a cow 
should freshen in a short time from 
end of test, and also to have been a 
regular. breeder—perhaps not more 
than three months dry previous to be- 
ginning test, so one would be able to 
know just what a cow could do. 

6. Yes. 

7. It will not hurt small breeders. 
I am one and am now running a S. 0. 
on only two milkings per day. Cost 
is very little more. I keep my cows 
for yearly work and not for seven 
days. Can‘t afford the seven-day stuff. 
Have been testing for four years. 
Done good enough work to develop 
three prize winners in eight months 
after calving division, but could not 
make a 30-lb. record. I could not af- 
ford to take time, expense and 
chances. 

10. The present high prices are a 
curse. No small breeder gets them, 
and I claim a 400 to 450 lb. milk cow 
with 20 to 22 lbs. bred by a small 
breeder, is worth just as much as the 
same cow in the hands of some of the 
jockeys, who would make her 30 lbs. 
Now there is the harm. Our present 
high (I mean the extreme) prices are 
a curse, because all registered cows 
must be compared, and it makes the 
small man’s stock look like scrub 
stock, but just see how many high 
record cows were bred by the small 
breeder.

If you 
discontinue the seven-day test, you 
eliminate all chances for the small 
preeder doing any testing, as he is not 
fnancially able to make a year test 
which would do his cow justice, and 
he would be foolish to make any which 
would not do so. In time you would 
entirely do away with the small breed- 
er, as being unable to test his cows 
he could not command good prices 


_and would soon be back in grades. 


6. No. All that are able to do so 
are doing so now, and the others 
would simply quit. The present ratio 
of yearly to short-time tests show 
which is the most popular. I venture 
to say that 75 per cent of the long-time 
tests made today are by wealthy men 
or men who hire their work done. 

7. He would soon quit the business 
as untested cows will soon be worth 
not much more than grades, and you 
had better have grades than a large 
amount of money invested in some- 
thing which will not return a propor- 
tionate profit. 

8. I think to a great extent the 
same as in the past. The more cows 
tested, the more phenomenal records, 
the more popular the breed, and this 
test affords an opportunity to every 
one on an equal basis, and therefore 
offers more of an inducement to test. 
The more cows tested, the better the 
chance of producing these records. 

9. Yes. I have seen several cows 
which have produced the 1000-lb. rec- 
ords and high milk production, and 
their udders were ruined; while in 
my experience with the seven-day test 
I have never seen a cow hurt in any 
way and she always did better the 
next year. 

10. Every one when he buys wants 
the most for his money, and the high 
records are all made by short-time 
tests. The short-time test is the popu- 
lar test, and people buy what is popu- 
lar. If you abolished the short-time 
test, there would be nothing but year- 
ly tests to buy and, of course, the 
public if he bought at all, would have 
to buy them, but I believe in a short. 
time you would see a great deal less 
buying.
